No. T'14012/10/97-TAMP. —In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 48 of the Major Port Trusts 
Act, 1963 (38 of 196'3), the Tariff Authority for Major Ports hereby amend the foonotes under Part-1, Section-B, 
under the heading ‘Pilotage Fees and Shifting Charges’ in the Scale of Rates of the Mormugao Port Trust as in the 
Schedule appended hereto. This NotiUcalion will be in supersession of all earlier NotiUcations about the footnotes 
under Part-I, Section-B, under the heading ‘Pilotage Fees and Shifting Charges.’ 

TARIFF AUTHORITY FOR MAJOR PORTS 

Case No. T-14012/10/97-TAMP 

The Mormugao Port Trust . Applicant 

ORDER 

(Passed on this 5 day of December of 1998) 


This case relates to a proposal from the Mormugao Port Trust (MOPT) for 
amendment of certain clauses in the Scale of rates relating to ‘Pilotage Fees and 
Shifting Charges’. 

2. This case was earlier considered by this Authority in our meeting held on 27 
March 98. The Order passed then related to an amendment to the existing footnote 
(b) in the Scale of Rates. Since there was no change in the existing footnotes (a) 
and (d), they were not mentioned in the Gazette Notification. However, the Port Trust 
came up with a request that since the Order passed by the Authority did not include 
footnotes (a) and (d), even though there was no change in respect of those two 
footnotes, the MOPT was not in a position to implement the order passed by the 
Authority on 27 day of March 98. In the event, at their request, a clarification was 
issued stating that the footnotes (a) and (d) stood unamended as they were prior to 
issue of the Order dated 27 March 98 and the Port Trust could take further 
appropriate action in respect of these footnotes accordingly. 




['TFT III—T3TO 4] 
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3.1, The MOPT subsequently came up also with a proposal for inclusion of a new 
footnote (e) under Part I Section B 'Pilotage Fees and Shifting Charges’ in the scale 
of rates of the MOPT The proposal was as follows 

“(e) Whenever a vessel is shifted from berth to accommodate another 
vessel on ousting priority, the vessel shifted is exempted from the 
payment of shifting charges since the same is paid by the vessel 
enjoying the ousting priority or the shifting is treated as for PORT 
CONVENIENCE when the priority vessel is exempted from payment of 
such charges. However, this benefit will not be applicable in the 
following cases; 

(i) . Non-cargo vessel which in any case have to vacate the berth when 

cargo vessels arrive. 

(ii) . Vessels using the berth exclusively for overside loading/discharge. 

(iii) . Vessels which are idling at berth without doing any cargo handling 

operations.” 

3.2. The Port Trust stated that this footnote was sought to be introduced to comply 
with the Government directives. This additional footnote (e) was by way of 
clarification in respect of shifting charges. 

4. The Port Trust had sent another proposal for further elaboration of the existing 
footnote (a) appearing in Part I, Section B of the MOPT Scale of Rates under the 
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heading ‘Pilotage Fees and Shifting Charges’. The relevant details could be 


represented in a tabular format as follows 

Existing Provision 

For shifting a vessel from stream to 
berth or berth to stream or change of 
berths or anchorage (beyond the normal 
two acts of shifting) separate charges 
are leviable. 


Proposed Provision 

For shifting a vessel from stream to berth 
or from berth to stream or change of 
berths or anchorages, separate charges 
are leviable. The shifting charges shall 
be levied on all acts of shiftings which 
exclude the inward and outward 
movements connected with the pilotage 
and additional two acts of shiftings. 


5. Comments were called for from the GMOEA and Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry, Panjim in this case. However, no comments were received. That being so, 
it was felt that there would be no point in holding a joint hearing. Accordingly, the 
case was taken up straightaway for consideration. 

6. The Authority considered the proposal to elaborate the existing footnote (a) 
and to include a new footnote (e) under Part -1, Section - B relating to ‘Pilotage Fees 
and Shifting Charges' in the Scale of Rates of the MOPT. The revised provision 
und ir this footnote would finally be as under;

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“(a) For shifting a vessel from stream to berth or from berth to stream or 
change of berths or anchorages, separate charges are leviable. The 
shifting charges shall be levied on all acts of shiftings which exclude the 
inward and outward movements connected with the pilotage and 
additional two acts of shiftings." 

“(b) Any operation as above performed for the convenience of port shall not 
bo charged. 

Port convenience is defined to mean of the following: 

(i) If a vwarking cargo vessel at berth or any vessel including 
transhippers at anchorage/mooring buoys is shifted/inberthed for 
undertaking dredging work/hydrographic survey work or for 
alloting a berth for the dredger or for attending to repairs to 
berths, maintenance and such other similar works whereby 
shifting is necessitated, such shifting shall be considered as 
“SHIFTING FOR PORT CONVENIENCE". The shifting made to 
reposition such shifted vessel is also considered as “SHIFTING 
FOR PORT CONVENIENCE". 

(ii) . If a working cargo vessel is shifted from berth to accommodate, 

on ousting priority, vessels which are exempted from bearing 
shifting charges, such shifting shall be treated as PORT 
CONVENIENCE. 

(iii) . Any other shifting as decided by the Chairman/MPT may be 

treated as PORT CONVENIENCE.”

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"(c). In case of transhippers, however, all acts of shifting are chargeable.’ 

"(d) Whenever a vessel is shifted lirom berth to accommodate another 
vessel on ousting priority, the vessel shifted is exempted from the 
payment of shifting charges since the same is paid by the vessel 
enjoying the ousting priority or the shifting is treated as for PORT 
CONVENIENCE when the priority vessel is exempted from payment of 
such charges. However, this benefit will not be applicable in the 
following cases; 

(i) . Nor>-cargo vessels which in any case have to vacate the berth 

when cargo vessels arrive. 

(ii) . Vessels using the berth exclusively for overside 

loading/discharge. 

(iii) . Vessels which are idling at berth without doing any cargo 

handling operations.*
